VOLSTEAD WAR

A legal clash between Judge Daniel 
Trude of the Municipal court and Judge 
Joseph B. David of the Superior court 
is expected to reach its climax to 
morrow when, for the second time, Jus- 
tin Zoles, East 116th street, alleged 
still owner, will Appear before the Jat- 
ter on a habeas corpus, writ.
